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Pursuant to Ru les I 54(a) and 4 11 (d) of the Securit ies and Exchange Commission's 

("SEC" or the "Commission") Rules of Practi ce, Respondents Mohammed Riad and Kevin 

Timothy Swanson (collecti vely, the "Respondents") hereby peti tion the Commission to dismiss 

this matter on the basis that: 

I. This matter was tried before an Administrative Law Judge who was not properly 

appointed, in vio lation of the Appointments Clause of the Uni ted States Consti tution, Arti cle II , 

Section 2, clause. 

2. Respondents were deprived of equal protection of the law, in contravention of the f ifth 

Amendment of the United States Constitution, because the Commission proceeded aga inst them 

administratively rather than in federa l district court. 

For the reasons set forth in the accompanying brief in support of this motion, 

Respondents respectfully urge the Commission to dismiss th is action. 
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
